One remembers in that @onnec- 
tion the comment made about J. 
Hudson Taylor, founder of the 
China Inland Mission: 


“He knew that the thought ex- 
pressed by one deeply versed in 
the things of God is true! ‘God 
does not give us overcoming 
life: He gives us life as we over- 
come.’ To him, the _ secret of 
overcoming lay in daily, hourly 
fellowship with God; and this, he 
found, could only be maintainea 
by secret prayer and feeding upon 
the Word through which He 
veals Himself to the waiting soul.

“It was not easy for Mr. Tay- 
lor, in his changeful life, to make 
time for prayer and Bible study, 
but he knew that it was vital. 
Well do the writers remember 
travelling with him month after 
month in northern China, by cart 
and wheel-barrow, with the poor- 
est of inns at night. Often, with 
only one large room for coolies 
and travellers alike, they would 


screen off a corner for. their 
father and another for them- 
selves, with curtains of some 
sort; and then, after sleep at last 


had brought a measure of quiet, 
they would hear a match struck 
and see the flicker of candlelight 


which told that Mr. Taylor, how- 
ever weary, was pouring over 
the little Bible in two volumes 
always at hand. From two to 
four a. m. was the time he usu- 
ally gave to prayer; the time 
when he could be most sure of 
being undisturbed to wait upon 
God. That flicker of candlelight 
has meant more to them than all 
they have read or heard on secret 
prayer; it meant reality, not 
preaching but practice. 

“The hardest part of a mission- 
ary career, Mr. Taylor found, “is 
tO maintain regular, prayerful 
Bible study. ‘Satan Will always 
ind you something to do,’ he 
would say, ‘when you ought to be 
occupied about that, if it is onlv 
arranging a window blind.’ Fully 
would he have endorsed the 
weighty words: 

‘Take time. Give God time to 
reveal Himself to you. Give 
yourself time to be silent and 
quiet before Him, waiting to re- 
ceive, through the Spirit, the as- 
Surance of His presence with you, 
His power working in you. Take 


time to read His Word as in His 
presence, that from it you may 
know what He asks of you and 
What He promises you. Let the 
Word create*around you, create 
within you a holy atmosphere, a 


holy heavenly light, in which your 
soul will be refreshed and 
Strengthened for the work of 


daily life.’ ”’ 

Are we the Elijahs and Elishas 
of prayer that we should be? 

They were men of persuasion. 
They knew beyond shadow 
doubt the word will of 
and could assert with assurance, 
“Thus saith the Lord.” We, too, 
are persuaded of the truth 
as found in the Scriptures, 
believe the Bible to be 
inspired by God and in- 
in the ofigina] writing. and 
supreme and final authority in 
faith and life.”” We are only 
to hold the truth of God, also 
to have conviction task 
God has committed To 
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Most High Who knows the end 
from the beginning, and Who 
suffers not His faithfulness to 
fail. 

The prophets of old were also 
persuaded as to the trust that was 


committed to them. Whether it 
meant to face Ahab, the wilder- 
ness, the Jordan, or the harried 
king of Samaria in famine, they 


knew what God expected of them. 
We, too, are to have a clear and 
consistent philosophy of Christian 
education, and to cut our academic 
pattern by it. It is my feeling 
that we have made much progress 
in the matter of re-stating the 
basic postulate of the scheme of 
education and that all have 
profited by those studies. We 
should carry on that program of 
study in the basic principles of 
Christian education, and by them 
measure our courses of study and 
counselling of students. We are 
to be informed in the field of our 
specialization, and growing there- 
in. Likewise, we are to be sure 
that we give the truly Christian 
interpretation thereof to our 
student. 


Are we Elijahs and Elishas in 
our persuasion as to the truth of 
God, the task that is ours, and 
the trust committed to us? 

They were men of Godly passion. 
Elijah and Elisha were desper- 
ately in earnest. They knew that 
there were eternal issues at stake. 
Furthermore, they had impres- 
sionable students to be molded by 
the truth ang terror of God; and 
they faced a nation that needed 
desperately their message. They 
taught not only to inform their 
students, but also to move them 
Godward; and through them to 
turn the nation back to God. The 
Blanchards and we who follow 
them are likewise persuaded of 
the supreme importance of an 
evangelistic passion in the pro- 
gram of the College. Without 
distortion of figure of speech, we 
can well liken Jonathan Blanchard 
to Elijah in his burning eloquence 
and urgency to win men for Christ, 
ang Charles Albert Blanchard, to 
Elisha, with his quiet, thoughtful, 
penetrating words that pointed 
men to the Saviour. Wheaton has

(1947) meeting of the Trustees the 
position of the College was de- 
clared again: “that the trustees 
of Wheaton College shall reaffirm 
their continuing support of sound 
Biblical evangelism as an integral 
part of the Christian culture for 
which Wheaton College stands.” 


There is the subtle temptation 
to adopt the position that an able 
and exacting exposition of the 
Word of God requires no emotional 
appea] to turn men to God. We 
remember that we are creatures 
of feeling as well as of fact. We 
need information, but also exhor- 
tation. The intellect appraises the 
facts, the emotions act thereupon. 

In a very searching and stimu- 
lating book on “Instincts and Re- 
ligion,” President George Barton 
Cutten, of Colgate, takes issue 
with the moderns who move aside 
the instincts as being of no con- 
sequence. The latter provide the 
driving force in life, and without 
them intelligence comes to frigid 
inaction, 

“With the instinct, it is now or 
never, with intelligence it is never 
now .... The trouble with intel- 
ligence is that it may come to a 
decision, but to no action. Intel- 
ligence is the judge sitting upon 
the bench; instinct is the executive 
at the head of a business.” 


President Cutten, himself an 
eminent psychologist, analyzes the 
alleged ‘“‘safe ang sane evangelism”’ 
of the New Theology that avoids 
any appeal to the feelings. We 
disagree decidedly with the so- 
called “New Theology,” but we 
need to beware of its position that 
intelligence alone is sufficient te 
win men from sin’s domain to the 
Saviour. President Cutten says: 

“In contrast to the appeals to

to earth's shame. 

2. To exhibit the shameful es- 
timate that man had placed upon 
God's peerless Son. He was de- 
spised and rejected of men. He 
was hated without a cause. Men 
gave Him only three things: a 
manger for a cradie, a cross upon 
which to die, and a _ borrowed 
grave in which to place the body 
they had murdered. 


3. God allowed Christ to hang 
between two thieves in order to 
present vividly the drama of sal- 
vation and man’s response there- 
td, and here it is: the Savior in 
the midst redeeming, the sinner 
on the left reviling and rejecting, 
and the sinner on the right re- 
eeiving and’ repenting. 

Putting the three crosses to- 
gether, we have on the one hand 
a sinner lost, on the other a sin- 
ner saved, and between them the 
Saviour of sinners accepted by 
one and rejected by another. On 
the left hand the rejecting thief 
died in his sin and went to hades; 
the accepting thief died to sin and 
went to paradise; the One on the 
center cross died for sin and for 
sinners—for you, for me, for any- 
one who will believe Him and ré- 
ceive Him as Saviour and Lord. 

I, Left Hand Cross 

Let us look tor a minute at the 
left-hand cross. If we were to 
present these three crosses in 


color, we would paint this one 
black, for it stands for God-de- 
fying, Christ-rejecting, Hell-de- 
serving sin. Over this' cross 


might be written the words Re- 
jection and Refusal. 
This cross speaks of man’s hat- 


red of God. ‘The heart is de- 
ceitful above all things and des- 
perately wicked.’- The carnal 
mind is enmity against God.’ We 


see this enmity in Herrod’s Hall in 


the buffeting, deriding, and spit- | 
ting; we see it showing itself in| 
the crowning of His sacred head 
with thorns, in the ribald mock- 
ery, in the cruel scourging, and 
in the hateful crying of the mob: 

“Crucify Him! Crucify Him!’ 


We see it in the priests and this 
thief on this black cross as they 
sneer and taunt: “He saved oth- 
ers, Himself He cannot save. 
My, how ‘the natural heart hates 
God! And here we have a perfect 
and concentrated demonstration 
of it. 

This left cross, this black cross, 
this cross which stands for re- 
fusal and rejection shows how 
near men may come to Christ and 
yet be lost. My friend, it is not 
enough to be baptized though you 
be sprinkled, poured and immers- 
ed a dozen times; for many mere- 
ly professing Christians have had 
no change at all except whereas 
they were dry Sinners, now they 
are wet ones. It is not enough 
to join some church and have your 
name on the roster, for you might 
join a thousand churches and not 
have your name on the Lamb's 
book of life, and not belong to 


the True Church, which is His | 


body. It is not sufficient to go 
to the Lord’s Table, for many do 
that and eat and drink judgment 
to themselves: not discerning the 
Lord’s body. Listen! Jesus said, 
“Except a man be born again, he 
eannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Paul said in II Corinthians 5:17, 
“If any man be in Christ, he 1s 
a new creation; old things have 


passed away, behold, all things 
have become new.” That is the 
time to be baptized, them you 


should unite with some Bible-be- 
lieving, soul-winning church of 
your choice, and then you are en- 
titléd to sit reverently and peni- 
tently at the Lord’s Table with 
others of God's people. 

This dying, rejecting thief was 
just as near to Christ as the dy- 
ing, accepting robber. Yet one 
was saved and the other lost. 

Perhaps you are more blame- 
worthy than the rejecting thief, 
for the New Testament had not 
been written. This may have 
been the first and only time he 
ever met Christ. But none of you 
can plead such ignorance. Be 
warned, then, by this lefthand, 
black cross of rejection and re- 
fusal. 


Il. The Right-Hand Cross 
Over this right-hand cross 


might have been written’ the 
words Repentance and Remission. 

This thief, like his fellow, join- 
ed the crowd in deriding the dy- 
ing Saviour. How terrible! On 
the very brink of eternity, and 
yet mocking the Son of God and 
joining hands with the Saviour’s 
enemies. 


This white cross gives a con- 


crete illustration of repentance, 
which means “to change one’s 
mind,” right about face. He hated 


God and everything good, and 
loved everything that was wicked 
and vile: but he threw every- 
thing into reverse, turned a wist- 
ful glance at the Saviour and 
pled,, “Lord, remember me when 
Thou comest into thy kingdom. 
He had no opportunity to kneel 
at an altar of prayer, to work 
for Christ with his hands for ‘they 
were nailed to the cross, nor was 
he baptized, but the Lord did re- 
ceive him just as he was, a poor, 
lost, undone, Hell-deserving sin- 
ner, who had changed his mind 
ahout everything, and the Lord 
said: “Today shalt thou be with 
me in Paradise.” This tells the 
way of salvation from the human 
side-—repentance toward God and 
faith toward the Lord Jesus 
Christ. His hands and his feet 


j were fast but his mind was clear, 


his heart was free, and his 
tongue was loose to confess Christ 
as Saviour and Lord, This cross

mon in religion down through the 
ages, we have recently been ex- 
perimenting with appeals to the 
intelligence—and not very 
cesSfully. Many of us can well 
remember with what great satis- 
faction and abounding optimism 
we welcomed New Theology. Here 
was something logic-proof and 
entirely reasonable. No _ longer 
would men scoff at religion or 
laugh at its vagaries. We had 
finished forever with what we 
called emotionalism in religion and 
got down to a rock foundation. 
Very good! But what have been 
the results? Some people think 
that there is nothing colder than 
a dog’s nose, but what about the 
New Theology? The truth is that 
the New Theology is dying on its 
feet because it is so purely ration- 
alistic.”’ 

He goes on to say: 

“Nothing can show 
effect of intellectual analysis on 
religion than the difficulty of 
maintaining a devotional or spir- 
itual emphasis in a divinity school. 
Notwithstanding all one can do, 
the student become intellectually 
critical of his own as well as of

“Worship programs have taken 
the place of devotional meetings, 
religious emphasis week hag dis- 
placed the revival meeting, and 
social betterment plang are sub- 
Stituted for celestial ambitions. 
These may be intellectually de- 
fensible, but they are instinctively 
dull and unprofitable.” 

Intelligence without action, 
Knowledge without passion, such 
was not the conduct of Elijah and 
Elisha, nor was it that of the 
Bianchards. To be persuaded of 
the truth of God was to be filled 
With passionate desire that the 
truth become known to others. 

I return to President Blanchard’s 
Clarion challenge: “When there 
was no longer an Elijah or Elisha 
to preside in her schools, the in- 
Struction of God soon ceased from

Christ, the Source of All 
Light 

His “firstly” was, “All light has 
a common source.” How old that 
truth! It is common knowledge 
to every schoolboy. And yet how 
few have ever faced it. In God's 
physical wniverse’ there the 
great light source. In God's moral 
and spiritual universe there is the 
great light source. There is no 
good, no beauty, no loveliness, no 
life outside of that source. When 
Christ said, “I am the light of the 
world,” He meant just that. He 
meant that outside of Himself all 
is darkness, disorder, despair, ruin, 
doom. To know Christ is to come 
Into the light. To follow Him 
loyally is to walk in the light. 

Christ did not say that His 
teachings were to light the world. 
We diq not say that His example 
was to illumine the paths of men. 
He Jid not say that the social im- 
plications of His gospel, or the 
racial ‘equities that thread it 
through, or the economic 
cures which some scholars seem 
find within His preachments 
should someday, if properly identi- 
fied, related, and vindicated, bring 
a blaze of light to bear upon the 
darkened paths along which men

I heard Bishop Arthur Moore 
say that every pulpit ought to have 
a thermometer on it. Recently 
when I was preaching in Phoenix, 
Arizona. I looked down at the 
pulpit, and there lay a_ ther- 
mometer. I eonfess that for a 
moment it shocked me. But I do 
not know a better place to keep 
one. Many of our pulpits are

the first signs of fanaticism in any 
church I have visited. I think I 
can bring great comfort to many 
of our leaders by announcing that 
most places are, right now, far 
beyond the possibility of fanatie- 
ism, They can turn their atten- 
tion to some other menace. There 
is certainly no danger of fanatic- 
ism in my own or any other church 
in the near future, 

And yet I join Bishop Arthur 
Moore, to whom I have already 
referred in this message, in saying 
that I would much rather try to 
cool off a fanatic than to heat up 


-a corpse. It is not fanaticism 
that threatens the church. It is 
deadness. It is a cold, clammy 
deadness. 


But the bearded old circuit rider 
did not stop there. He was dig- 
ging deep about and into those 
students.

It 
is because we do not get the light 
through to youth. 

It is a dark world in which we 
live at this hour—too dark by far 


‘for any social gospel to light it, 


too dark for any program of 
moral reform to save it from 
lurking dangers, too dark for 


pacifism or racial justice and eco- 
nomie fairness to bring it to 
safety. These are little stars that 
twinkle. beside God's redeeming 
grace. Only grace can save Us.

But finally the old preacher of 
the hills, his chin whiskers like a 
bank of pure snow upon his bosom, 
made magnificent by his messagé, 
came at last to his finish. ‘“Fin- 
ally, my brethren, all light is 
indestructible.” 

I wondered if it was. 
pictured how if the North 
should be blotted out, 
years thereafter. somewhere in 
God’s fathomless universe’ the 
light would be traveling on.

By the Editor 


Ministers ought to be very accurate, religiously care- 


ful in their statements. 


It has been a matter of great shame 


to me that extravagant and inaccurate statements are de- 


scrifed as “ministerially speaking.” 


God’s ministers ought 


to be more careful to tell the truth, to make their statements 
more absolutely trustworthy than anybody else in the world. 


Inaccuracy in statements may come from lack of infor- 


mation. 


Preachers should go to original sources and make 


sure of their facts before they make careless statements. Or 
sometimes personal friendship or a bias for some cause or 
doctrine will cause a godly preacher to speak without enough 
eare for strict accuracy: All of us need to prayerfully and 
humbly watch our words, whether in speaking or writing, 
that we may be like Christ, who is Himself “the truth.” 


A dearly beloved brother, mov- 
ed by his friendship for Dr. Lewis 
Sperry Chafer, defends that un- 
acriptural attack by Dr. Chafer 
on mass evangelism and evangel- 
ists in the book, TRUE EVAN- 
GELISM.

.We have had many letters con- 
cerning our recent defense of 
evangelism in THE SWORD OF 
THE LORD.

Rev. Howard M. Lehn, Pastor 
Worley Baptist Church, Spokane. 
Washington, writes: 

“Dear Dr. Rice: 


“Since you have apparently had 
so many verbal brickbats thrown 
at you because of your defense of 
evangelists, may I just say that I 
say ‘Amen’ to your answer to 
these criticisms that I, too, have 
had to listen to for a number of 
years, much to my disgust and dis- 
couragement., 

“I have several personal reasons 
for believing in evangelists. 

“Had my father not been saved 
in an evangelistic campaign, I 
would not have been born in a 
Christian home. 

“Had I not been converted in an

“I have been very tired of hear- 
ing evangelists accused of being 
after the money.

To show the real truth 
may I recite my own experience. 
I have had four evangelists serve 
my churches in a short pastoral 
experience. Not one has empha- 


sized Or demanded money. 


“My last evangelist was John 
Newman of Spokane whom you 
may know as he is assistant to 


Clay Cooper who writes for THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD. I con- 
tacted him to come to my little 
church. He agreed without a word 
about remuneration. I said I could 
not promise anything but would 
merely do our best. He said that 
was perfectly satisfactory. From 
this conversation before the meet- 
ing until the close of the two 
week's campaign, he did not say 
one word to me about his own 
offering, nor to the people. We 
had a good meeting and offerings 
were above expectation, After 
the close of the campaign I gave 
him the balance of our offering 
for him. Even then he refused to 
accept it until I assured him that 
all expenses were taken care of 
and that I as pastor had been 
remunerated for my services of 
the campaign. Does that sound 
like he wag after money? You 
may use this illustration if you 
ever need it.”’ 

Evangelist Jim Mercer, a splen- 
did and popular evangelist, tells 
the following remarkable incident; 

“I just closed a week of meet- 
ings in a church with only one 
member. Went 1,300 miles to 
get there, had to spend half the 
night Saturday night finding the 
pastor who had left his home with 


no instructions as to his where- 
abouts. No offering was taken 
for expenses or for me. I was, 


paid by the pastor $50 for the 
eight days, out of which I paid 
my own and part of his expenses. 
Praise God for the opportunity!

These cold, worldly churches with 
modernistic pastors are a dead 
weight to be carried by an evan- 
gelist and an evangelistic group 
in a city. I think the explanation 
of the wonderful meeting we are 
having in Spartanburg is the fact 
that all the preachers in and all 
the churches in are as sound as a 
dollar and are fervently evangel- 
istic. In the palmy days of evan- 
gelism in the South I have never 
seen a more powerful or sweeter 
or campaign.
